AS for Men in Huzhandry, there is no want of Employ-

NOTWITHSTANDING both in Trades and Husbandry 
many ſeem deſtitute of Employment, partly by Idleneſs, and 
neglecting their Maſters, ſpoiling their Work, &c. and ſuch 
commonly become burdenſome to ' Pariſhes by Age or Sick- 
refs : For preventing whereof, it's neceſſary to learn the Names 
of all ſuch in their reſpective Pariſhes, as have not viſible 
Means, ſave their Labour, to live by; and to encourage and 
commend ſuch as they find to be careful, induſtrious. and 
thrifty; and to reprove, admoniſh, and by good Advice 
derect whom they find otherwiſe; and to let them know, 
that ſuch an Enquiry into their Way of living, is not from a 
buſy or cenſorious Temper, (tho' often ſo conſtrued) but in 
a Diſcharge of their Duty, and to avoid the Penalty of the 
Law, being 20 J. per menſ. on each Overſeer in caſe of Neglect, 
and for encouraging ſuch as do well, and reforming the Diſ- 
orderly, in caſe any ſhould happen to be fo. If ſuch Appli-

Anſ. 1 NDEED the Rights and Privileges of Exgliſimen are 
very great, ſuch as raiſe the Admiration and Envy of other 
Nations, which, next to divine Providence, are owing to 
the gregt Care and Prudence of our Anceſtors. The Laws are 
our beſt Birthright without the Laws no Man can fay this 
is mine, or that is. thine, but by the Laws all Men are pre. 
ſerved in their Lives, Rights, Eſtates and Liberties: Yet by 
Liberty we are not to underſtand ſuch a lawleſs Liberty, 
as allows Men to act according to their irregular Wills and 


Paſſions, or to omit Duties incident to our reſpedive Sta- 
tions. Our Liberty conſiſts in having the Protection of good 
= Laws and juſt Governours; and in order to enjoy the Privi-

fiſts in the Number of his People, ſo doth the Welfare of 
the People too.

Another Objection is, THAT the Diſſdlution of Abies,
